Everyone, 


This  information  applies  below  are  restrictions  for  anyone  that  is  deploying  that  does  not  meet 
the  24  hour  basic  safety  and  health  training  with  a current  8 hour  annual  refresher  and  either  in 
the  occupational  medical  surveillance  program  or  a medical  screening  through  FOH. 


1.  To  deploy  someone  without  medical  screening  or  the  24  hour  safety  and  health  training 
and  a current  8 hour  refresher  that  individual  will  be  restricted  to  the  Incident  Command  Post. 
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NO  EXCEPTIONS! 


2.  RSC  members  are  normally  supposed  to  have  medical  screening  and  a current  annual 
refresher  following  a 24  hour  safety  and  health  training  session.  In  this  deployment  there  is  a 
deviation  from  this  practice  for  those  that  will  not  do  any  field  activity  even  though  they  are  very 
close  to  the  “action.”  This  means  that  they  stay  in  an  office  environment  so  their  risks  are  as 
close  as  possible  to  what  they  would  normally  see  at  work.  We  do  not  want  to  place  any 
currently  untrained  and  non-medically  screened  staff  in  harm’s  way. 


3.  Individuals  are  NOT  to  be  reassigned  to  any  other  work  that  will  place  them  in  the  field. 
This  includes  driving  to  and  from  locations  dropping  items,  people  and  equipment  off  so  NO 
extended  driving.  There  have  already  been  near  misses  at  this  deployment. 


4.  Individuals  are  to  remain  in  the  ICP  100%  of  their  duty  and  therefore,  will  minimize  their 
exposures  to  potential  hazards  due  to  the  response. 


5.  Individuals  are  NOT  to  go  driving  to  drop  off  PPE  to  the  staging  area  as  well  as  do  much 
of  the  driving  and  supply  runs.  Those  activities  are  to  be  performed  by  staff  qualified  and 
trained  to  do  those  jobs. 


6.  REMEMBER! 

•□□□□□□□□  Area  Command  ONLY  - STAY  AT  THE  ICP 

•□□□□□□□□  Final  determination  is  made  by  the  Safety  Officer  at  the  location  - PERIOD,  don’t 
argue  with  them. 

•□□□□□□□□  Incident  Action  Plan  - Read  IT  and  follow  IT! 

•□□□□□□□□  Safety  Plan  - Read  IT  and  follow  IT! 

•□□□□□□□□  Individuals  not  meeting  the  safety  and  health  training  and  medical  requirements  are 
NOT  authorized  to  go  to  the  mine  or  a field  event  - PERIOD 

•□□□□□□□  Deviating  from  these  requirements  will  result  in  a reportable  safety  incident  against 
both  Regions! 
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Our  objective  is  to  assure  that  staff  can  do  their  job  safely  and  gets  home  safely  once  their 
deployment  is  completed.
